Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Franco (US 6,814,530). Initally it should be recognized that Franco's 
filing date goes back to the provisional application No. 60/284,902 filed Apr. 20, 2001 
which is prior to the instant application's Dec. 2001 filing date. Franco discloses a 
printed circuit board (5) with a mounting hole (2) and a solder ring on a first side of the 
circuit board surrounding the mounting hole and, a ferrule (4) with a channel 
therethrough (not labeled) from a first end with a capture extension (13) to a second end 
having a soldering extension (1 5) in the form of a flange which includes a surface for 
soldering the ferrule to the soldering ring so that the channel in the ferrule is aligned 
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with the hole in the circuit board. The ferrule is substantially cylindrical. The carpure 
extension is used for holding a screw (see Fig. 3) having an overmold (6) with an 
extension (7) such that the screw selectively protrudes to mount the circuit board.
